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» & The boviet Zone supply policy is basad on the principle 


that the occupation power stould live, as far as possible 

on the economy of the occupied country in order to rake it 
independent of long supply routes. This applies particularly 
to food and fuel, The German sconomy has to. supply these 
items within the framework of occupation coosts and reparation 
deliveries. Only such items are supplied by the Soviet Union 
aS are not produced in tie Soviet Zone of Germmy or are not 
there available in sufficient quantities, 


Responsible for the procurement and shiping of supply roods 
are Soviet Corporations such as the SiG, Derutra, DERUNAFHT 
etc.. They receive their ordars from the SNA or its agencies 
operating in the different states of the Soviet Zone of 
Germany. 


bd. Supply goods are stored in: 


(1) Depots/dumps of the Grou; of Cecupation Foress Germany 
(GOFG), or the former GA, 


(2) Army degots/dumps , 
(3) Troop or militury post depots/dumps. 


The depots/dumps of catesory (1) and some of cateszory (2) 
are probably pure supply depots established for special 
actions (mobilization). There is normally no current issue 
of goods from these depots/dumps, 


Tne de,ots/dumyss of category (3) and Some cf cetegory (2) 
store the current requirements and the initial issue needed 
by troop units in the event of mbbilization. 


ec. The rather incomplete records on Sovist supply depots/dumps 
do not permit @finite conclusions as to the overall supply 
system. The more or less peacetime conditions prevailing for 
an occupation power probably lead to a certain overlapping 

of supply channels md render the obteinment of a clear 

picture more difficult. 


Authentic records on the specific supply levels laid down 
for the individual items of supply are not available. The 
available information presents, roughly, the following 
picture: 
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b, Most of the recuired fuel is beine supplied by the 
Soviet Zone of Germany hydrogenation plants which have 
to turn over the bulk of their production tothe Soviet 
Army, As with ammunition, the stocks on hand in fuel 
depots/dumps probably are fur in excess of psacetime 
requirements. Accurate figures are not available, 
Supplies coming from the Soviet Union are, at present, 
comparatively small.
